WHILE  all  species  of  Box  may  be 
used  for  hedges  and  borders, 
Buxus  suffruticosa  is  generally  used  for 
these  purposes.  Few,  if  any,  other  plants 
are  so  generally  useful  in  formal  gardens 
where  boundary-lines  and  edgings  are  re¬ 
quired  to  carry  out  the  landscape  plan. 

The  plants  are  compact  in  habit,  so 
may  be  set  close  together,  and  growth  is 
slow  (rarely  more  than  2  to  3  inches  a 
year),  an  advantage  where  a  low  divid¬ 
ing-line  is  desired,  as  clipping  is  seldom 
needed. 

After  a  lapse  of  many  years  this 
species  will  become  fairly  large,  and  in 
the  Colonial  gardens  of  Maryland  and 
Virginia  undipped  plants  6  feet  or  more 
in  height  may  be  found.  The  famous 
Boxwood  hedges  at  Mount  Vernon  are  of 
this  species.  Despite  the  dwarf  habit  and 
slow  growth,  the  plants  thrive  in  those 
localities  where  the  other  species  are 
happy  and  at  home.

Organization  and 
Location 

AT  Canterbury  Nurseries  the  organi-

The  smallest  edging  plants,  when  ex¬ 
amined,  will  be  found  to  be  as  perfect  in¬ 
dividuals  as  are  the  larger  specimens. 
Then,  too,  our  enormous  stock  in  all 
sizes  permits  us  to  make  rigorous  selec¬ 
tion — to  reject  every  plant  that  does  not 
conform  to  our  high  standard. 

Due  to  the  clay  loam  soil  of  the  nur¬ 
sery,  which  holds  the  moisture  close  to 
the  surface,  masses  of  tiny  roots  are 
developed  which  make  transplanting  an 
uneventful  change  for  the  plants.  The 
proximity  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  the 
Chesapeake  and  Delaware  bays,  insures 
a  continuous  supply  of  moisture  in  the 
air,  thus  giving  the  plants  a  rich  green 
color  and  a  smooth,  glistening  texture.
